used in investigations prepara­ 
tory to the report. In the 
smoke-test method, smoke is 
blown into a dry line to see 
where it comes out. It came out. 
in various locations, from catch 
basins, roof drains, water meter 
boxes, gutter cracks, pavement 
cracks, and even a planter — 
all indicating breaks through 
which storm water could enter 
the sanitary sewer lines. 


Closed-circuit television in­ 
spection is done by running 
a camera through a sewer 
line, taking pictures which are 
projected onto a television 
screen. This shows up the 
breaks from the inside. 


These two detection methods 
would make possible sealing of 
the many leaks in old lines. In 
addition. Selmi wrote, “ com­ 
plete control of new construc­ 
tion by competent inspection, 
comprehensive 
construction 
standards, and air-testing be­ 
fore final acceptance" should be 
instituted. 
“ It could very well be that the 
existing treatment plant will be 
quite adequate" when this is 
done, he concluded.

Bus, Boating

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6 Pet. Increase In Pay 


San Rafael Board of Educa­ 
tion last night approved a 6 per 
cent hike in the teachers' salary 
schedule and a 5 per cent pay 
raise for nonteaching employees 
for 1969-70. 


Under the new s c h e d u l e 
teachers' salaries will range 
from $6.6.8 to $1 


Board m em bers also agreed 
that if additional state funds are 
forthcoming they would consid­ 
e r additional pay hikes if there 
were a t least $100.000 in undis­ 
tributed reserve in each district. 
Any further increase would be 
retroactive to July 1. 
Teacher salary costs for the 
coming year, including the sala­ 
ry schedule increase and the an­ 
nual step increm ent, are slated 
to increase $161,123. in the ele­ 
m entary district and $217.683 in 
the high school district. 
The pay schedule hike is in 
addition to the annual step in­ 
creases. 
Board m em bers also voted to 
grant all employees full health 
insurance for dependents, now 
only partially covered. Business 
Mgr. Charles L. Condrotte re­ 
ported that new health benefits 
plus an increase in the insur­ 
ance rates would cost an addi­ 
tional $94.000 in 1989-70. 


The health insurance vote 
w as 3-1 with board m em ber 
John C. Pfeiffer dissenting. 


Board m em ber Lawrence 
Kramer Jr. was absent. 
I. 


P f e i f f e r favored the plan 
agreed upon in negotiations with 
the teachers negotiating council 
that would have given single 
employees the option to have in­ 
come protection instead since 
they didn't need health insur­ 
ance for dependents. 
Pfeiffer moved that the in­ 
come protection option be of­ 
fered. but there was no second. 
Plank 
reported the 
income 
protection plan would cost an 
additional $20.000. and through a 
quirk wouldn't cut health plan 
costs but increase them. 


Alan Hopkins, a m em ber of 
the teachers negotiating coun­ 
cil, protested saying the in­ 
come protection option was 
part of the package agreed 
upon in negotiations. 


He said he had r e c e i v e d 
“ream s of letters" from single 
teachers who were strong for 
having a benefit equal to the 
medical coverage for depend­ 
ents.

The San Anselmo City Council 
last night considered a planning 
commission proposal that the 
city put up $20,000 — one-third 
of the cost — toward a new gen­ 
eral plan aimed at solving m any 
of the city’s problems. 
Council m em bers m ade no de­ 
cision at a budget session but 
several of the m em bers seemed 
favorably inclined. 
City E n g i n e e r and Public 
Works D i r e c t o r Charles R. 
Leitzell and Planning Commis­ 
sion Chairm an John F. West 
spoke of the need for the plan, 
saying that the 1960 plan was 
not only outdated and im practi­ 
cal but had not dealt with m any 
problem s. 
The com m ission asked that 
the city put up one-third of the 
cost of a new plan with the re ­ 
maining money — $140,000 — to 
com e from federal funds if ap ­ 
proved. 
An a d d i t i o n a l $1.000 was 
asked to put together a “ recon­ 
naissance report” done by citi­ 
zen volunteers which dealt with 
num erous conditions and prob­ 
lem s in the city such as tran s­ 
portation, social conditions, pub­ 
lic b u i 1 d i n g s, storm drains, 
parks and fire protection. 
This extensive report. Leitzell 
said, could be used as back­ 
ground information for planners 
and is required for the federal 
funds. 
Leitzell went on to say that 
the plan idea evolved from his 
initial 
move toward updating 
the city’s nonfunctioning and no­ 
nexistent storm drains.

in the earlier plan.

He added that the city 
has no plannign staff to deal 
with such problem s and that 
the planning commission w ants 
professional help. 
Leitzell said $5.000 from this 
year’s budget which was not 
spent by the planning com mis­ 
sion would be used toward the 
$20,000 cost of the plan. 
Mrs. E m is said she w as not 
against planning but felt that 
long range e x p e n s i v e plans 
were

money. 
Mayor Woodrow V. Capurro 
suggested spending only $5'.000 a 
year for such a plan, adding the 
city had been wanting to buy a 
new fire engine for a long tim e. 
Leitzell said it is not possible 
to buy a plan piecemeal. 
Councilmen Jam es F. Reed 
and Kenneth L. Anderson indi­ 
cated they view favorably such 
a plan. 
In other discussion last night, 
the council learned from an in­ 
surance m an, Joseph Sher, that 
rates for the current health plan 
for em ployees will rise prohibi­ 
tively next year. 
He advised councilmen to of­ 
fer employee* a choice of three 
plans under the state retirem ent 
system , all of which are chcap- 


fer m ore benefits.

O f Middle 


School Told 


A report on the starting of a 
middle school was given Mon­ 
day night to Tomales Bay Union 
School District trustees by Supt. 
Ralph E. Nixon. 
It was the last meeting of the 
elementary school district board 
as it will become a part of the 
-new Shoreline Unified School 
District on July 1. 
Nixon reported that the mid­ 
dle school had English, social 
studies, mathematics, science, 
health and Spanish taught to the 
s ev en t h and eighth grades. 
Those students also received 
band, French, art, ceramics, 
music and journalism at To­ 
males High School through the 
cooperation of the high school, 
he reported. 
Next school year, the middle 
school will be housed in the usa­ 
ble buildings at the present To­ 
males High School he said. 
(The Tomales High School will 
occupy its new building due for 
completion in Juiyi. 
The school also started an ini­ 
tial reading research program 
in kindergarten this year, Nixon 
reported. This will give the chil­ 
dren a head start in reading, he 
said. 
The district, which paid the 
county counsel $100 for legal 
work to recover the Bloomfield 
S c h o o l bell, has billed the 
Bloomfield Community Club for 
its expenses, Nixon said. 
A balance of approximately 
,500 will be turned over to 
the Shoreline District, Nixon 
said. 


HOUSI NG STUDY 
Many Marinites Are Living 
In City Named Elsewhere 


The book scorpion feeds upon 
minute insects and mice. 


“ Teachers c i t y employees, 
and other workers” in Marin 
County’s 11 cities “ live in ‘a city 
named elsewhere’ somewhere in 
Marin County.” 
This is one of the findings of a 
county-wide housing study by 
the Leagues of Women Voters of 
Central and Southern Marin. 
From it was drawn the seem­ 
ingly fanciful name, ‘‘A City 
Named ‘Elsewhere’,” which the 
leagues gave to a report of the 
study delivered this week to city 
councils. 
Most of the report consists of 
a digest of what has been done 
< on federal, state and local levels 
; toward providing housing for 
those least able to buy or rent in 
j a steadily inflating home mar­ 
ket. This is supplemented by a 
1 small section drawn from re­ 
plies to a questionnaire used in 
interviewing c i t y government 
members. It is from the latter 
I that the ‘‘City Named Else­ 
where” conclusion is drawn. 
The league notes that, except 
in San Rafael, which recently 
had a special housing census, 
most city officials and employ­ 
ees know little about the hous­ 
ing problems in their own com­ 
munities. 
‘‘Most cities look at them­ 
selves as consisting primarily of 
s i n g le family homes,” the 
leagues report. “ Each city sees 
itself as a stable family com­ 
munity . . . 
“ The cities recognize that the 
needs of the elderly and youth 
are often overlooked. They ex­ 
press great concern for old-time 


residents who bought when land 
was cheap and who are in dan­ 
ger of being forced out by high 
taxes.” 
Despite this concern, the re- 
, port shows nothing the cities 
have done toward alleviating 
this distress of the “ old-time 
residents.” 
The only program attacking 
the need for housing for the eld­ 
erly has been that undertaken 
by the Marin County Housing 
Authority, which has built 36 
units in Santa Venetia, 28 units 
in Homestead Valley, is building 
40 in Northgate, and has plan 
for 40 more just outside Novato. 
Both the Santa Venetia and 
Homestead Valley projects have 
waiting lists, the report notes. 
It mentions that San Rafael 
voters in 1964 approved in a ref­ 
erendum construction of 100 
units for the elderly on city- 
owned land as a strictly city 
project, but—his was never car­ 
ried through. The city still owns 
the land. 
Some relief for the elderly is 
being offered by the leased 
housing program, also run by 
the Marin County Housing Au- 
t h o r i t y but with cities co­ 
operating, the report notes. For­ 
ty-one elderly couples and 79 
other families were housed in 
such leased units in February of 
this year. 
Housing for minority groups 
has been dependent principally 
on Marin City redevelopment, 
the report shows. It comments 
that this redevelopment has not 


gone forward as planned. 
Other low-income families 
have found little help from any 
program to date except the re­ 
cently inaugurated leased hous­ 
ing. the study indicates. 
Summarizing the housing situ­ 
ation in Marin, the leagues’ re­ 
port says: 
“ 1. There is an imbalance be­ 
tween housing supply and de­ 
mand. 
“ 2. Whites are moving into 
Marin County and non whites 
are not. 
“ 3. Costs of housing and land 
are high and increasing. 
“ 4. Lower income people must 
commute into Marin to work. 
“ 5. Poverty exists in Marin 
but it is not obvious.”

STANFORD (AP) - A grou p 
of 150 p hy sicians and biologists 
from six schools is u rging that 
u se of the p esticid e DDT be 
banned . 
Fiv e other scientists are d e­ 
fend ing the p esticid e, bu t agree 
that its u se shou ld be minimized 
becau se of p ossible d amage to 
fish and wild life. 
A statement by the larger 
grou p of scientists was released

b y 
Dr. 
Norman 
Kretchmer, chairman of Stan­ 
ford Univ ersity ’s d ep artment of 
p ed iatrics, 
and 
Dr. 
Robert 
Schimke, a Stanford p harma­ 
cologist. 
It was signed by scientists 
at Stanford , the Salk Institu te 
in San Diego, the UC Med ical 
School, UCLA. UC San Diego 
and Sail Francisco State Col­ 
lege. 
At the Univ ersity of Califor­ 
nia in Berkeley , the DDT d e­ 
fend ers u rged against banning 
the p esticid e, say ing it is v ital 
to food p rod u ction, essential in 
the fight against insect-borne 
d iseases, and a mu st for Cali­ 
fornia cotton crop s.

(Du ring 
his 1966 camp aign, Reagan ind i­ 
cated he d ou bted the necessity 
of the office of consu mer cou n­ 
sel.) 


Mrs. Valory noted that she op ­ 
erated with one assistant and an 
annu al bu d get of $33,000, com­ 
p ared with a staff of 13 and a 
$120,000 
b u d g e t d u ring the 
Brown ad ministration. 
She was ap p ointed in Janu ary 
1967, rep lacing the state’s first 
consu mer cou nsel, Mrs. Helen 
Nelson, formerly of Mill Valley . 
Mrs. Valory , in a p ress con­ 
ference at the Nov ato home of 
her brother, Keith C. Craig, an 
inv estigator in the cou nty coro­ 
ner’s office, sp ent most of her 
time d efend ing her failu re to 
take a p osition on an Assembly 
bill to increase interest rates. 


She said she was on top of all 
legislation affecting consu mers, 
bu t that AB 1850 was “sneaked 
throu gh.” 


The bill by Assembly man Wal­ 
ter W. Powers, D-Sacramento, 
wou ld hike the max imu m inter­ 
est rate on p u rchases u nd er 
$1,000 from 10 to 12 p er cent a 
y ear. Last Tu esd ay , howev er, 
Powers shelv ed his bill becau se 
of strong op p osition by v oters 
throu ghou t the state. 


Mrs. Valory , claiming she had 
not been able to obtain any ad ­ 
d itional information abou t the 
bill, which was introd u ced on 
Ap ril 7 , said “it wou ld be lu d i­ 
crou s” to testify against it with­ 
ou t first d iscu ssing it with the 
gov ernor’s office. 


T he 5 0-y ear-old Rep u blican 
noted she commu tes to her Sac­ 
ramento job from her home in 
Contra Costa Cou ntry , bu t often 
works at home. She is p aid 
$18,000 a y ear. 


Mrs. Valory said she is work­ 
ing on a film to teach ninth 
grad e p u p ils abou t “bu y ing on 
time,” and is consid ering creat­ 
ing of a bu reau to regu late re­ 
p air of all electric ap p liances. 


Asked her ad v ice to hou se­ 
wiv es on high beef p rices, she 
said , “Don’t bu y it for a while.”

Water Budget Is Adopted; 
$775,014 In Income Sought 


A budget calling for $775,014 
income for fiscal 1969-70 was 
adopted, last night by the North 
Marin County Water District 
board, according to E u g e n e 
Churchill, manager. 
The board voted 3-2 to keep 
the current tax rate of 15 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation with 
Commissioners Frank Baccaglio 
and Franklin Gustafson voting 


against. They wanted to lower 
the rate by two or three cents, 
'Churchill said. 
The board deleted a $1,300 
item for a water tank from cap­ 
ital expenditures cutting that 
item from $13.607 to $12,307. It 
also deleted $16,000 for an addi­ 
tional warehouse building from 
the capital improvements, cut­ 
ting that budget from $545.930 to 
$529,930.

She was appointed in January 
1967, replacing the state’s first 
consumer counsel, Mrs. Helen 
Nelson, formerly of Mill Valley. 
Mrs. Valory, in a press con­ 
ference at the Novato home of 
her brother, Keith C. Craig, an 
investigator in the county coro­ 
ner’s office, spent most of her 
time defending her failure to 
take a position on an Assembly 
bill to increase interest rates. 


She said she was on top of all 
legislation affecting consumers, 
but that AB 1850 was “sneaked 
through.’’ 
The bill by Assemblyman Wal­ 
ter W. Powers, D-Sacramento, 
would hike the maximum inter­ 
est rate on purchases under 
$1.000 from 10 to 12 per cent a 
year. Last Tuesday, however. 
Powers shelved his bill because 
of strong opposition by voters 
throughout the state. 
Mrs. Valory, claiming she had 
not been able to obtain any ad­ 
ditional information about the 
bill, which was introduced on 
April 7, said “it would be ludi­ 
crous” to testify against it with­ 
out first discussing it with the 
governor’s office.

In 1942, William Farrelly was 
a rebel on the campus of St.

Would-Be German Heart 


Donor Much Alive Today 


BERLIN IGF) - Werner Ull­ 
rich, a 36-year-old postal official 
here, nearly became Germany’s 
first heart transplant donor last 
Dec. 20. But now. nearly six | 
months later. Ullrich is very 
much alive, his condition im­ 
proving. 
Much of the credit belongs to 
Prof. E. S. Buecherl, the heart 
surgeon who was preparing to i 
transfer Ullrich’s heart to a re­ 
cipient at West Berlin’s Neu-j 
koelln Hospital. Buecherl is the 
director of West Berlin Univer­ 
sity’s

'Idiot Savants' Remain 


Mystery To Psychologists 


POMONA 
(AP) 
- 
Think 
you’re a good checker player? 
Take on Willy. 
He plays two or three games 
a day—and hasn’t lost in nine 
years. He has an IQ of 60. 
Pretty good at dates and cal­ 
culations? So is Paul, who has 
an IQ of 28. 
- He’ll tell you instantly on 
what day of the week your birth 
day 
fell 
as 
far 
back 
as 
a decade ago—and on what day 
it will fall as far forward as 
1979. 
Play a musical instrument? 
Clement, with an IQ of 30, 
has to listen but once to any 
song and he can play it on 
his guitar. He can fix small 
radios, too. 
These three middle-aged men 
are patients in W’ard 18 of Pa­ 
cific State Hospital here, one 
of the largest mental institu­ 
tions in the state. 


They belong to an elite class 
of psychological contradictions 
known as “ idiot savants”—men- 
tally retarded genuises. 


There have been scattered re­ 
ports of idiot savants since the 
18th Century. Not technically 
"idiots,” these mental defec­ 
tives are usually imbeciles, the 
medium grade of intelligence 
deficiency. Idiots are lowest on 
the ladder. 
Pacific 
State, 
psychologists 
say, is the first institution to 
have three idiot savants at one 
time. 
Incapable of living in the out­ 
side world, they have some 
phenomenal talent or aptitude 
comparable to some of the 
brightest members of society. 
This talent may be in cal­ 
endar calculating, mathematics, 
drawing, music, mechanics, or 
memorization. 
How do they do it? 


Doctors 
and 
psychologists 
chalk it up to a computer-like 
capacity for memorization and 
repetition, but they don’t know 
how this ability develops. 
They say. though, that an 
idiot savant’s talent — whatever 
it is and however it originates 
— owes much of its develop­ 
ment to constant exercise. 
“ Some retarded people have 
the ability to channel all their 
mental capacity into one func­ 
tion,” said Pacific State psy­ 
chologist Hiromu Nakamura. 
“ Free from distractions, they 
become better at that one func­ 
tion than those who have much 
higher intelligence.” 
Nakamura added that a spe­ 
cial talent must be discovered, 
encouraged, and exercised — or 
it will fall by the wayside. 
Giecker-whiz Willy, 53, has 
a simpler explanation for his 
abilities — “ It’s in my head.” 


This 
reason 
is 
echoed 
by 
Clement and Paul 
Five feet tall, hard of hear­ 
ing, blind in one eye. Willy 
snaps his suspenders and gig­ 
gles when you challenge him 
at checkers. 
“ Ahhhhhhh . .wanna get beat. 
! huh?” he asks in a coekv tone. 
| “ I beat you. I beat you real 
good in less than 25 moves.” 
He 
quickly 
arranges 
the 
checkers, takes the reds, and 
moves first. He doesn’t stop talk 
ing: 
‘‘A woman taught me to play. 
! I was 2 years old, 4 feet. 
“ Ahhhhh . . . wanna get beat, 
a lot of money playing check- 
¡ers ... $5 million! But what’s 
! the use. The women all take 
it! 
“ All women want is money. 
Money. Money. Money. Money... 
ahhhhhhh!” 
He jumps one of the report- 
i er’s blacks. 
“ Ahhhhh, you have one of 
mine, I have four of yours,” 
he chuckles. “ Nobody beats me. 
They come here, but nobody 
beats me.” 
He makes moves clumsily, 
like a robot, but without hesi­ 
tation. He doesn’t concentrate. 
In fact, he doesn't seem to be 
paying attention. His chattering 


goes on: 
“ You look worried. Are you 
worried? Ahhhhh, look at the 
swings outside. 
“ See what swing over there? 
That’s mine. I help in the laun­ 
dry. 
I don’t smoke, 
I don’t 
drink, and I don’t chase wom­ 
en...” 
It takes him 21 moves to end 
the game. He has seven check­ 
ers left. 
Another game. He again chat­ 
ters incessantly, now and then 
slapping his khaki work clothes 
as he jumps one of your check­ 
ers. 
This time he wins with only 
20 moves. The wrinkles at the 
corners of his eyes squeeze 
back in glee like little accor­ 
dions.

Sprawling Los Angeles and tiny 
Elk Grove share the same prob­ 
lem this year: they can't find 
enough money to run their 
schools. 
Paying for public schools in 
California is becoming a prob­ 
lem so grave, so persistent that 
leading educators and some leg­ 
islators say state financing is 
the only hope. 
“The real answer to the prob­ 
lems of Los Angeles schools— 
indeed to the problems of edu­ 
cation in all of California—can 
be found only in Sacramento.” 
says Supt. Jack Crowther of Los 
Angeles city schools. 
Raising local taxes or selling 
school bonds isn’t the answer 
this year in Los Angeles or in 
the Sacramento County town of 
Elk Grove, or in many cities 
where voters also have reject­ 
ed spending more on education. 
Since mid-April, 28 school fi­ 
nance ballot proposals h a v e 
been rejected in the state’s sev­ 
en largest counties. Twenty 
were approved. 
Back in 1967-68, the California 
Teachers Association reports, 
there were many failures at the 
polls, but the total score was 
better: 160 tax increases or 
bond issues approved, com­ 
pared to 138 failures. 
For school bonds alone, how­ 
ever, failures have outnum­ 
bered successes for s o m e 
time. The local bond issues re­ 
quire approval by two-thirds of 
the voters, while tax increases 
ever the routine legal maxi­ 
mum require a simple majori­ 
ty-Why does the rate of unsuc­ 
cessful school tax or school 
bond elections seem to be in­ 
creasing?

So, you’re going to get mar­ 
ried.

However, th e bridegroom 
can save a lot of embarrass­ 
ment for all concerned by pay­ 
ing his bride the courtesy of 
wearing the proper outfit. He 
may be an innovator as far as 
business and sports clothes are 
concerned, but his wedding kit 
should follow the rules. 
There are three types of 
wedding ceremonies: formal, 
semi-formal and informal.

Likewise, the degree of for­ 
mality determines the type of 
outfit worn by the bridegroom. 
Another influencing factor is 
the time of day.

So. you’re going to get mar­ 
ried. You have set the date, 
made all the arrangements, in­ 
vited the guests and now — 
the bridegroom wants to know, 
“What am I s u p p o s e d to 
wear?”

OBVIOUSLY, THERE is no 
law that says a wedding isn’t 
legal if the bridegroom isn’t 
outfitted correctly. 
However, t h e bridegroom 
can save a lot of embarrass­ 
ment for all concerned by pay­ 
ing his bride the courtesy of 
wearing the proper outfit. He 
may be an innovator as far as 
business and sports clothes are 
concerned, but his wedding kit 
should follow the rules. 
There are three types of 
wedding ceremonies: formal, 
semi-formal and informal.

When y ou play ed y our first 
hand of bridge somebody surely 
told y ou that even the lowest 
trump can win a trick from a 
side suit. Since we all need to be 
reminded now and then of first 
principles, perhaps this column 
will remind y ou of a good way 
to get proper mileage out of 
y our trumps.

Now when the diamonds and 
clubs both failed to break , South 
could win only five trumps, one 
diamond and three clubs. Down 
one. 
ABANDON TRUMPS 
South should have remem­ 
bered that dummy ’s five of 
trumps could win a heart trick 
— but only if declarer left one 
trump in the dummy . After 
drawing just two rounds of 
trumps (with the ace and the 
jack ), South should have aban­ 
doned trumps. He should have 
switched at once to diamonds, 
losing dummy ’s queen to the 
ace. 
East would return a heart, of 
course, and South should dis­ 
card a diamond instead of ruff­ 
ing. This would allow the defend­ 
ers to tak e their second trick 
with the ace of hearts. If West 
continued with a "heart, dummy 
could then stop the suit with the 
lowly five of trumps, allowing 
South to k eep both of his own 
trumps. If West led any thing 
else, South would have an easier 
time. 
CAN REGAIN 
Regardless of the defense, 
South could regain the lead, 
draw the queen of trumps and 
still have the eight of trumps 
to k eep control. He could then 
! cash the k ing of diamonds, give 
1 up a diamond and ruff the heart 
return with the eight of trumps 
to run the rest of the diamonds 
in safety .

ANSWER: Bid four hearts if 
the vulnerability is equal or if 
only the opponents are vulnera­ 
ble. 
If only y our side is vulnera­ 
ble, jump to three hearts. When 
y ou have exceptional length in 
y our partner’s suit, bid as much 
as y ou safely can (and perhaps a 
bit more) and bid it without 
waiting. You may shut the oppo­ 
nents out of their best suit or 
induce them to sacrifice against 
a game that y ou were not going 
to mak e.

drifted back to Monrovia: in ad­ 
dition to operating food stores, 
they have formed a band called 
the Soul Messengers to make 
money. About 20 have returned 
to the United States, said G ar­ 
net. but some of them plan to 
come back to Liberia once they 
have learned a skill. 


The Liberians put the immi­ 
grants up rent-free for three 
months in a large house used 
for param ount chiefs visiting 
the capital. They provided each 
adult with a $60 monthly allow­ 
ance. Garnet estim ated all this' 
cost the government $12,000. 
Under Liberian law the Israel­ 
ites eventually can become citi­ 
zens. Few have the skills listed 
as most desirable in the Libe­ 
rian immigration act. These run 
from physician and druggist to 


“ persons skilled in prison man­ 
agem ent.” 


But making do are such per­ 
sons as a 22-year-old Chicagoan 
who now calls himself Ovedy Is­ 
rael and runs the Mesada Tova. 
His wife and 8-month-old baby 
stay in Gbatala while he dishes 
out soft ice cream in Monrovia. 
His 
grandmother, 
who 
came 
with the group at the age of 72. 
died in the camp. 
"I don't 
have that much value in m ate­ 
rial things,” said Israel, who 
will talk even if a newsman cus­ 
tom er only buys a milk shake 
from him. He worked in a Hyde 
Park, Chicago, factory before 
moving from the United States.

Deluge Of Obscenity 
Linked To Revolution 


At a used book store in downtown 
San Rafael, you (or your child I may 
buy copies of various “underground 
newspapers” replete with tales of revo­ 
lution couched in gutter language 
and illustrated with obscene cartoons 
and pornographic photos. 


Posters stuck to the windows of 
stores ranging from record shops to 
corner groceries employ suggestively 
outre ait to promote rock-and-roll 
dances and “happenings.” 
And in mail boxes, unsolicited, ar­ 
rive illustrated advertisements f o r 
such books of "Dynamic Intercourse.” 
described as ‘ an illustrated book of 
150 rare coital positions.” 


THIS DELUGE of obscenity has 
resulted in several bills in Congress 
making it a federal crime to use the 
mails to deliver erotic material to those 
under 18 years of age or to promote 
exploitation of a prurient interest in 
sex through 
advertising. 
President 
Richard M. Nixon has called for a 
“citizens' 
crusade 
against the 
ob­ 
scene,” and has urged that the pro­ 
posed laws include penalties of up to 
five years in prison or $50.000 fine 
for the first offense and double penal­ 
ties for repeaters. 
~ Postmasters throughout the country 
have received complaints by the thou- 
ands of the mailing of unsolicited ad­ 
vertising filth. 


THERE ARE LAWS on the books 
against use of the mails to distribute 
obscene material. There are laws in 
California against its display and sale, 
which were tightened by the legisla­ 
ture this week. Yet they seem to ac­ 
complish little. 
Some years back, it was rather com­ 
monplace for the Post Office Depart­ 
ment, on its own, to ban a publication 
from the mails for obscenity. A series 
of court challenges, however, gradual­ 
ly ate away the department's author­ 
ity to act as censor. 
At present, the Post Office Depart-

ment merely accepts the names of 
those who want no such material sent 
them, and informs the senders. The 
only punishment for ignoring the 
warning is a contempt action. 
The Post Office Department is loath 
to go farther because of uncertainty 
as to what the courts will hold is ob­ 
scene. The U.S. Supreme Court's so- 
called Roth ruling of 1957 is supposed 
to be the guide. It held that the test 
for obscenity is “whether to the aver­ 
age person, applying contemporary7 
community standards, the dominant 
theme of the material taken as a whole 
appeals to prurient interests.” 
The 
trouble is that court decisions have 
differed widely as to what are “con­ 
temporary community standards.” 
Enforcement of local and state anti- 
obscenity laws has run up against sim­ 
ilar difficulties, since the U.S. Supreme 
Court's findings are taken as guides 
by lower courts and are so contradic­ 
tory as to be of little help. 


THERE IS, MEANWHILE, an evi­ 
dent tie between purveyors of obscen­ 
ity and fomentors of revolution. 
The organizations dedicated to over­ 
throwing the present system, including 
the Black Panthers, Students for a 
Democratic Society, Red Guards, etc., 
customarily mix obscenity with their 
political propaganda. The same “news­ 
papers” that promote their causes de­ 
vote major space to pornography and 
obscenity. The attack on the existing 
order thus becomes a gutter attack, 
and at the same time lax morals and 
perversion are made to appear as con­ 
tributing somehow to “power of the 
people.” 


THERE APPEAR TO BE two ap­ 
proaches to the problem: Wait for 
tougher federal laws, such as those ad­ 
vocated by the President, or try prose­ 
cuting under the present laws, includ­ 
ing the new state measures, in the 
hope of getting some court guidelines 
that will be usable. 
We suggest the second.

PITTSBURGH — Conditions 
in the cities are not bad. they 
are perilous and getting worse, 
because the cities are simply 
not doing much, about it... 
It’s not that they don’t want 
to. They just don’t have the 
money because 
the federal 
government takes too much 
from, them, and. gives back too 
little. 
This is why another an­ 
guished plea for help comes 
from the U. S. Conference of 
Mayors, 
meeting here this 
week, and representing every 
major city in the nation. 
Its plea is valid. It can't af­ 
ford to go unheeded. The cities 
are beginning to drown in a 
.sea of unsolved social, racial 
and economic problems. 
They have long been acute, 
but they are now at the point 
of being unmanagable. 
'Continued .inability to cope 
with them is causing the ur­ 
ban crisis to mount and is 
plunging 
local 
governments 
into 
financial 
and 
political 
bankruptcy. 


THE STATES and cities are 
not refusing to tax themselves. 
They have simply exhausted 
revenue sources because state 
government and Washington 
gobble up so much, 
How much? 
About 80 per cent of all tax­ 
es collected in the cities goes 
to the states or to the federal 
government, yet the cities re­ 
ceive back only about 19 per 
cent of their funds from the 
states and only a tiny 3.5 per 
cent from the federal govern­ 
ment. 
This means that cities are 
forced 
to continue 
to rely 
largely on the inadequate and 
unjust property tax. The result 
is that industry and affluent 
home owners move to the sub­ 
urbs. and cities are left with 
the very poor huddled in their 
ghettos. 
The suburbs have the re­ 
sources to devote about $1,100 
per pupil per year to provide 
good education while the inner 
city schools can afford only 
$500 per pupil per year. 


Ill demolished: a net of 777 
apartments units were added 
That’s it — 778 buUt te 13,000 
needed,, and that’s 'typical of 
most cities. Many are losing 
ground, not gaining. 
As sources of revenue have 
declined, the cost of welfare 
has gone up and up in every 
large city. The ease-load, in 
San Francisco increased 135 
per cent in 10 years and the 
cost increased 263 per cent. 
Mayor Joseph Alioto of San 
Francisco put it. starkly: 
“'The cities,” he said, “are 
not looking for a handout but 
for determined and dynamic 
national participation in prob­ 
lems that dearly transcend 
the boundaries of any one city 
and affect the destiny of the 
entire country. 
“ History finds its momen­ 
tum in the cities, and it is here 
that n a l i e n , a I. commitment 
must concentrate. And this is 
what is asked of the present 
administration in Washington. 
“Certainly the rush of events 
in. our cities is as dangerous as 
any external threat to our na­ 
tion and must be given priori­ 
ty equal to any we have inter­ 
nationally.” 


P R E S I D E N T 
NIXON 
agrees. At the Air Force Acad­ 
emy commencement he said: 
“Let us not pose a false 
choice between meeting our 
responsibilities a b r o a d and 
meeting the needs of our' peo-- 
ple at home. We shall meet 
both or we shall meet neither. 
“The crisis within our socie- 
ty cannot be put on the back 
burner until we resolve the 
problem of Vietnam.”

FLARE-UPS in various dis­

attempt any reform or change 
without first winning majority 
faculty approval. And. such 
changes as are made usually 
are at instigation of faculty 
groups rather than of the 
school board, or administra­ 
tion. 


PROFESSOR MAYHEW did 
not try to solve the chicken- 
or-egg enigma of whether fac­ 
ulties have become arrogant 
because of the powers given 
them or have seized those 
powers because of their arrog­ 
ance. But either way, he held, 
the faculty has become “the 
real enemy of students.” 
The question arises: If it is 
true (and. many agree with 
Mayhew that it is) that deci­ 
sions by f a c u 11 y on what 
should be taught and, how, 
where funds should be allocat­ 
ed, and. how teachers* time 
should be spent have helped 
bring about, widespread unrest 
in colleges; then, if the same 
sort, of decisions are put in fac­ 
ulty hands in high schools, can 
the same result 'be expected?

Fawn Takers Warned 


Fines Can Be Heavy 


A lonely fawn should be left 
alone. 


This warning, now that fawn­ 
ing season is here, was issued 
today by Alfred F. Giddings, 
state fish and game warden. 


Under the Fish and Game 
Code it is illegal to possess a 
fawn, but each year at this time 
there are people who violate the 
law, Giddings said. 
Some people want a fawn for 
a pet and attem pt to locate and 
capture one. “ These people are 
cited and prosecuted if appre­ 
hended,” he said. 
Some people find a fawn that 
is alone and seemingly unat­ 
tended, “ but whose mother is 
i 


usually only away for a short 
feeding or watering trip.” 
No mother deer will intention­ 
ally abandon her fawn, he not­ 
ed, and almost invariably find a 
fawn that seems lost. These peo­ 
ple have no intent to commit a 
crime, but taking the fawn is 
still a crime, Giddings said. 


Some people find a dead doe 
and a motherless fawn nearby 
and take the fawn home, he 
said. There is no prosecution in 
these cases, but the fawn is tak­ 
en 
from 
them, 
he 
reported. 
What they should do, he said, is 
notify the Fish and Game De­ 
partm ent of the doe’s death. 
The law is for the good of 


everyone including the 
faw n.' 
Giddings contended. “ It takes a 
certain formula to feed a fawn 
properly. Even then most die.” 


The Humane Society of Marin 
County and the Marin Junior 
Museum have enough deer to 
take care of already, and most 
owners don’t want them when 
they grow up because they are 
too big to handle, he noted. 
“And when the fawns live in 
this civilized environment away 
from the other deer and the 
wilds, they create all kinds of: 
problem s,” he added.

It was Enoch Powell who, just 
over a year ago, cast the color 
question into the political cock­ 
pit with a speech to his constitu­ 
ents which said all the sort of 
things people had been saying in 
private but which no one had 
had the gall to pronounce pub­ 
licly. He warned then that un­ 
trammeled immigration of “col­ 
ored’* people must inevitably 
lead to strife. 
The strength of popular reac­ 
tion shook pundits to the core 
and with them politicians and 
professional liberals. Virtually 
overnight Powell became — by 
reliable estimate — just about 
the most popular individual poli­ 
tician in the country. Signifi­ 
cantly his most glamorous sup­ 
port came not from the middle 
class blimps and shellback reac- 
tionaires but from the working 
class, 
by 
tradition 
predomi­ 
nantly leftwing, Dockers (long­ 
shoremen! and tough bumarees 
i meat-market porters) marched 
through London in support of 
him. 
His latest speech, made to 
constituents in 'the heart of Eng­ 
land’s black country (the refer­ 
ence is to the accumulation of 
industrial dirt), offered little 
that was dramatically different. 
The dramatic daference lay 
in the reaction to it. 
Last time there was shock 
and consternation. Vilification 
was heaped on Powell and even 
his own party leaders disa­ 
vowed him, before the full ex­ 
tent of his popular support was 
realized. 
In the year and more since 
then Powell has barely touched 
on the subject of immigration, 
although he has remained the 
embodiment of all they hate for 
militant leftwingers, Black Pow­ 
er disciples and protesting stu­ 
dents. “Powellism”' has become 
an epithet in their mouths. 
But as reaction to his latest 
speech shows, his first speech 
was something of a political 
watershed. It changed the mood 
and attitude of the country. Be­ 
fore it was made, apprehensi­ 
veness about immigration was 
like sex to the Victorians: You 
knew it existed and tried to 
pretend it didn’t. 
Now it can be expressed with 
almost as much freedom as sup­ 
port for marijuana smoking, 
p r e m a r i t a l copulation and 
Chairman Mao. 
The divergence of political 
opinion is over how it should be 
dealt with. 
The Socialist administration 
which so recently vilified Powell 
has tightened 'Control, of immi­ 
gration; while his own Tories 
who chucked him out of the 
shadow cabinet have officially 
espoused his idea of voluntary 
subsidized, repatriation of immi­ 
grants. 
And Powell’s speech the other 
day, while featured largely on 
the front pages of the national 
press, on television and radio, 
has inspired nothing like 'the 
shrill near-hysteria of the first 
occasion. 
In large measure that is due 
to the changed mood of the 
country. But it owes something,

He also envisions a cultural 
center at the foot of his gigantic 
monument where North Ameri­ 
can Indians could recapture the 
dignity that once was theirs.

Crazy Horse is one man’s 
dream and one m an’s project, 
but it is a family operation. Lit­ 
tle Ziolk owsk is share the work . 
They are paid modest wages, 
but there are fringe benefits lik e 
the swimming pool their father 
built for them. There are, how­ 
ever, no vacations, and summer 
means mainly work . 
On display at the sculptor’s 
home, overlook ing the gigantic 
mountain, are Ziolk owsk i’s oth­ 
er work s of art. 
Among them are pieces in 
wood and marble — busts, stat­ 
ues and bas-reliefs of such dig­ 
nitaries as the Polish patriot 
Paderewsk i; the famous actress 
Blanche Yurk a; 
Connecticut’s 
great Gov. Wilbur Cross; Gut- 
zon Borglum, the sculptor of 
Mount Rushmore, and the late 
President John F. Kennedy. 
From the studio gallery the 
visitor is able to look down into 
the sculptor’s work area, which 
is idle during the summer while 
he devotes all of his time to 
Crazy Horse. His materials and 
tools, as well as work s in var­ 
ious stages of completion, give 
an intimate and rare view of the 
ancient art of sculpturing. 
Co ntro v ersy 
a nd 
fina ncia l 
pro blems ha v e pla g ued the 
sculpto r. He thriv es o n the 
o ne a nd rea cts rea listica lly to 
the o ther. 
No benefactor is providing the 
gigantic sums n e c e s s a r y to 
c a r v e the three-dimensional 
Crazy Horse. No one but Ziol­ 
k owsk i provides the wherewith­ 
al to feed, clothe and educate 
the sculptor’s 10 children. 
Commissioned work s provide 
some income. There are always 
several pieces in progress in 
Ziolk owsk i’s studio. 
Bringing Crazy Horse to its 
present state of completion has 
been a Herculean task . But 
things are look ing up. 
A power 
line was brought up to the top of 
the mountain, mak ing it possi­ 
ble for more powerful equip­ 
ment to be put to work . 
After 18 y ea rs, a no ther sur­ 
prising thing seems to be ha p­ 
pening . The peo ple in Custer 
a re beg inning to rea lize tha t 
their g ia nt is g o ing to be there 
to mo rro w.

CUSTER, S. D. (AP) - Kor- 
czak Ziolkowski has a marvel­ 
ous dream to carve the world's 
largest monument. 
Ziolkowski is the owner of a 
8,700-foot mountain on which 
he is carving a monument to 
the Indian w a r r i o r Crazy 
Horse. 
He also envisions a cultural 
center at the foot of his gigantic 
monument where North Ameri­ 
can Indians could recapture the 
dignity that once was theirs. 
For 18 years the giant man — 
sporting a heavy, graying beard 
and wearing a well-worn deer 
leather jacket — has plodded up 
and down the mountain, chisel­ 
ing away to realize his dream. 
Slowly it emerges, but at a pace 
that taxes the artist’s patience 
and exasperates the earthlings 
who wait and watch below. 
Nearby stands a n a t i o n a l 
monument — Mount Rushmore. 
But Ziolkowski’s wife, Ruth, 
tells tourists who visit the site 
each year that two million tons 
of rock have already been re­ 
moved for the carving. 'That is 
six times more than were taken 
from Mount Rushmore during 
the period it was carved. 
And Ziolkowski is proud of 
what he has accomplished 
without state or federal aid.

Crazy Horse is one man's 
dream and one man's project, 
but it is a family operation. Lit­ 
tle Ziolkowski* share the work. 
They are paid modest wages, 
but there are fringe benefits like 
the swimming pool their father 
built for them. There are, how­ 
ever, no vacations, and summer 
means mainly work. 
On display at the sculptor’s 
home, overlooking the gigantic 
mountain, are Ziolkowski’s oth­ 
er works of art. 
Among them are pieces in 
wood and marble — busts, stat­ 
ues and bas-reliefs of such dig­ 
nitaries as the Polish patriot 
Paderewski; 'the famous actress 
Blanche Yurka; Connecticut’s 
great Gov. Wilbur Cross; Gut- 
zon Borglum, the sculptor of 
Mount Rushmore, and the late 
President John F. Kennedy. 
From the studio gallery the 
visitor is able to look down into 
the sculptor’s work area, which 
is Idle during the summer while 
he devotes all of his time to 
Crazy Horse. His materials and 
tools, as well as works In var­ 
ious stages of completion, give 
an intimate and rare view of the 
ancient art of sculpturing. 
| 
Controversy 
and 
financial 
problems have plagued the 
sculptor. He thrives on the 
one and reacts realistically to 
the other. 
No benefactor is providing the 
gigantic sums n e c e s s a r y t o1 
c a r v e the three-dimensional 
Crazy Horse. No one but Ziol­ 
kowski provides the wherewith­ 
al to feed, clothe and educate 
the sculptor’s 10 children. 
Commissioned works provide 
some income. There are always 
several pieces in progress in! 
Ziolkowski’s studio. 
Bringing Crazy Horie to its, 
present state of completion h as, 
been a Herculean task. But 
things are looking up. A power 
line was brought up to the top of! 
the mountain, making it possH 
ble for more powerful equip­ 
ment to be put to work.

N E W YORK (AP) — 
Former Defense Secretary 
Clark M. Clifford says the 
United States should order 
a reduction of fighting in 
South 
Vietnam 
and 
re­ 
move all its ground com­ 
bat troops by the end of 
1970. 


In a rem arkably candid state­ 
ment 
Clifford 
blistered 
the 
South Vietnamese government, 
picturing its leaders as having 
a big stake in continued war. 
He says: 


“ As 
the 
Saigon 
authorities 
saw it. the longer the war went 
on. with the large-scale Ameri­ 
can involvement, the more sta ­ 
ble was their regim e and the 
fewer concessions 
they would 
have to make to other political 
groupings." 


Clifford, once regarded as a 
“ haw k,” 
served 
as 
Pentagon 
chief for the last year of the 
Lyndon B. Johnson adm inistra­ 
tion. His statem ent, appearing 
today in Foreign Affairs, quar­ 
terly of the Council on Foreign 
Relations, is the most outspok­ 
en com m ent on the Saigon re­ 
gime to come from a recent 
U.S. government official at this 
level. 


A MAJOR ROLE? 
The article is likely to play an 
important role in the continuing 
American debate on the war. 
He makes these proposals: 
1. As a first step, the United 
States should announce it will 
withdraw 100.000 troops before 
the end of this year.

A bus system to serve within

For July 16 Launch 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP)

House Panel Approves 


Extension Of Surtax 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Richard M. Nixon has 
scored a substantial gain in his 
drive for a full year’s extension 
of the income surtax but oppo­ 
nents are continuing their effort 
to cut it back, if not in the 
House, then in the Senate. 


The House Ways and Means 
Committee yesterday gave its 
approval to the Nixon anti­ 
inflation package, practically in­ 
tact. 
It includes continuation of the 
surtax at its present 10 per cent 
rate through Dec. 30, with the 
rate halved for the last six 
months of fiscal 1970. tax relief 
for low income taxpayers, re­ 
peal of the investment credit 
and postponement of scheduled 
reductions in automobile and 
telephone excise taxes. 
The House will vote next 
week. Rep. Hale Boggs, D-La., 
acting chairman of the commit­ 
tee, pledged support and cited 
endorsement of leaders of both 
parties in the House. But he 
predicted a tough fight and 
would not claim victory in ad­ 


vance. 
Secretary of the Treasury 
David M. Kennedy., however, 
said he expects Congress to 
pass the bill. 


The committee was unofficial­ 
ly reported to have voted 15-10 
against an amendment to cut 
back the surtax extension to 
Oct. 31. 


Five Democrats out of the 15 
on the committee joined all 10 
Republicans in defeating the 
shorter period, sources said. 


Rep. C h a r l e s A. Vanik, 
D-Ohio, a committee member 
who is pushing for a shorter ex­ 
tension promised to continue the 
fight in the rules committee and 
the House. He and his asso­ 
ciates fear leverage for early 
tax reform will be lost if the 
surtax is extended for a long 
period.

hands, formed a circle in a 
clearing, and were married—all 
to each other “but most to 
another person.” 
PIONEER HIPPIES 
A few months earlier, the 
first members of the commune 
had bought 250 acres of land 
from the state under a longterm 
payment plan. Now, with its 60- 
member family, the commune 
has the aspects of a pioneer 
settlement. 
The “brothers” and “sisters,” 
as they call each other, have 
abandoned civilization to be­ 
come deeply involved with one 
another. They are close to the 
earth but not dirty, sensual but 
not 
lazy, noncompetitive but 
not incompetent—and they seem 
very happy. 
Noticeably absent are televi­ 
sion, liquor, electricity, meat, 
drugs 
of 
any 
kind 
leven 
aspirin», clocks, shaving equip­ 
ment and physical modesty in 
the natural sense. 
They 
are 
longhaired 
and 
mostly denim clad but are not 
the stereotyped illkempt. smelly 
hippies.

sauna constructed of an old tool 
shed and an oil drum stove. 
All the world's deities, they

An end to backyard burning 
will make a significant differ­ 
ence in reaching hope-for levels 
of air pollution control, a pollu- 
Ition expert told the Sausalito 
I City Council last night. 


Backyard burning in the six- 
county Bay Area Air Pollution 
Control District pours 350 tons 
of pollutants a day into the air. 
Milton Feldstein jtold the coun- 
Jcil. 


Feldstein, director of techni­ 
cal services for the district, said 
j it has already cut Industrial 
emissions by 50 per cent, agri­ 
cultural burning emissions by 
90 per cent, and with the Jan. 1 
ban will cut backyard burning 
pollution by 90 per cent. 
Control of auto emissions, not 
under district control, will be 
cut 75 per cent by state rules, 
Feldstein said. 
Taken all together, the steps 
are to eliminate 80 per cent of 
Bay Area air pollution to return 
to air purity levels of 1950. With­ 
out banning back yard burning, 
the reduction would be only 65 
per cent, he said, while with it 
pollution would be cut 75 per 
cent. 
A fourth of the district's back 
yard burning pollution comes 
from Marin, Feldstein said. 
He said the district produces 
500 tons a day of organic gases 
from industry, 250 tons from ag­ 
ricultural 
burning and 
more 
than 1.000 tons from cars. A ton 
of burned yard clippings prod­ 
uces 875 pounds of pollutants, he 
said, more than half that in car­ 
bon monoxide 
The council agreed to consid­ 
er naming a citizens’ commit­ 
tee at the July 1 meeting to de­ 
velop plans for disposal of gar­ 
den clippings now burned.

The parents of a 16-year-old 
girl inm ate of Marin Juvenile 
Hall who died March 14 have 
charged county 
officials 
with 
negligence in a l l o w i n g their 
daughter to obtain drugs and 
filed a $100,000 claim against 
the county. 
Robert and Beverly Hopps of 
120 San Rafael Avenue. Belve­ 


dere. said that the staff at Juve- 
nife Hall allowed their daughter. 
Cynthia, “ to obtain and ingest 
so-called ‘peace pills,’ consisting 
of a combination of hard drugs 
such as LSD. STP, methedrine. 
strychnine and arsenic.” 
They further alleged that the 
staff failed to give the girl ade­ 
quate care when she became ill. 
A coroner’s jury on April 25 
found that the youngster proba­ 
bly died because her nervous 
system wras so damaged by the j 
use of such drugs as LSD that 
her normal r e s p o n s e s were 
gone.

6 Pet. Increase In Pay 
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San Rafael Board of Edura- 
tion last night approved a 6 per 
cent hike in the teachers' salary 
schedule and a 5 per cent pay 
raise for nonteaching employees 
for 1969-70. 


Under the new s c h e d u l e 
teachers’ salaries will range 
from $6,678 to $13,356. 


Board members also agreed 
that if additional state funds are 
forthcoming they would consid­ 
er additional pay hikes if there 
were at least $100,000 in undis­ 
tributed reserve in each district. 
Any further increase would be 
retroactive to July 1. 
Teacher salary costs for the 
coming year, including the sala­ 
ry schedule increase and the an­ 
nual step increment, are slated 
to increase $161,123 in the ele­ 
mentary district and $217,683 in 
the high school district. 
The pay schedule hike is in 
addition to the annual step in­ 
creases. 
Board members also voted to 
grant all employees full health 
insurance for dependents, now 
only partially covered. Business 
Mgr. Charles L. Condrotte re­ 
ported that new health benefits 
plus an increase in the insur­ 
ance rates would cost an addi­ 
tional $94,000 in 1989-70. 


The health insurance vote 
was 3-1 with board member 
John C. Pfeiffer dissenting.

San Anselmo Council Hears Call 


For A New $60,000 City Plan 


The San Anselmo City Council 
last night considered a planning 
commission proposal that the 
city put up $20,000 — one-third 
of the cost — toward a new gen­ 
eral plan aimed at solving many 
of the city’s problems. 
Council members made no de­ 
cision at a budget session but 
several of the members seemed 
favorably inclined. 
City E n g i n e e r and Public 
Works D i r e c t o r Charles R. 
Leitzell and Planning Commis­ 
sion Chairman John F. West 
spoke of the need for the plan, 
saying that the 1960 plan was 
not only outdated and impracti­ 
cal but had not dealt with many 
problems. 
The commission asked that 
the city put up one-third of the 
cost of a new plan with the re­ 
maining money — $140,000 — to 
come from federal funds if ap­ 
proved. 
An a d d i t i o n a l $1,000 was 
asked to put together a “ recon­ 
naissance report” done by citi­ 
zen volunteers which dealt with 
numerous conditions and prob­ 
lems in the city such as trans­ 
portation, social conditions, pub­ 
lic b u i 1 d i n g s, storm drains, 
parks and fire protection. 
This extensive report. Leitzell 
said, could be used as back­ 
ground information for planners 
and is required for the federal 
funds. 
Leitzell went on to say that 
the plan idea evolved from his 
initial move toward updating 
the city’s nonfunctioning and no­ 
nexistent storm drains. 
“ In order to plan for storm 
drains, one must know how 
many houses — how many 


public funds, and the town's 
creek was not even considered 
in the earlier plan. 
Judy Emis. representing the 
Irate Taxpayers, 
asked 
how 
much the 1960 plan had cost. No 
one could answer her question 
without looking it up. 
West m e n t i o n e d that city 
problems were building up as 
more houses are built on hills 
where the streets are inade­ 
quate. He added that the city 
has no plannign staff to deal 
with such problems and that 
the planning commission wants 
professional help. 
Leitzell said $5,000 from this 
year’s budget which was not 
spent by the planning commis­ 
sion would be used toward the 
$20,000 cost of the plan. 
Mrs. Emis said she was not 
against planning but felt that 
long range e x p e n s i v e plans 
were a waste of taxpayers’ 
money. 
Mayor Woodrow V. Capurro 
suggested spending only $5,000 a 
year for such a plan, adding the 
city had been wanting to buy a 
new fire engine for a long time. 
Leitzell said it is not possible 
to buy a plan piecemeal. 
Councilmen James F. Reed 
and Kenneth L. Anderson indi­ 
cated they view favorably such 
a plan. 
In other discussion last night, 
the council learned from an in­ 
surance man, Joseph Sher, that 
rates for the current health plan 
for employees will rise prohibi­ 
tively next year. 
He advised councilmen to of­ 
fer employees a choice of three 
plans under the state retirement 
system, all of which are cheap­ 
er than the present plan and of­ 


fer more benefits. 
With the money saved the city 
could offer a dental plan. Slier 
said. 
Councilmen did not commit 
themselves on this suggestion 
but suggested Sher meet with 
city employees before the next 
budget session, June 26.

STANFORD (AP) - A group 
of 150 physicians and biologists 
from six schools is urging that 
use of the pesticide DDT be 
banned. 
Five other scientists are de­ 
fending the pesticide, but agree 
that its use should be minimized 
because of possible damage to 
fish ar.d wildlife. 
A statement by the larger 
group of scientists was released

It was signed by scientists 
at Stanford, the Salk Institute 
in San Diego, the UC Medical 
School, UCLA. UC San Diego 
and San Francisco State Col­ 
lege. 
At the University of Califor­ 
nia in Berkeley, the DDT de­ 
fenders urged against banning 
the pesticide, saying it is vital 
to food production, essential in 
the fight against insect-borne 
diseases, and a must for Cali­ 
fornia cotton crops. 


State's Consumer Counsel Says 


She's Content With Small Office 


California’s 
consumer coun­ 
sel. operating with a skeleton 
staff and budget, insisted yes­ 
terday she was content with the 
way her office is run under the 
Reagan administration. 
Mrs. Kay Valory, Lafayette 
mother of six, said she and Gov, 
Ronald Reagan were in com­ 
plete agreement in the role gov­ 
ernment should play in solving 
consumers’ problems. (During 
his 1966 campaign, Reagan indi­ 
cated he doubted the necessity 
of the office of consumer coun­ 
sel.) 


Mrs. Valory noted that she op­ 
erated with one assistant and an 
annual budget of $33,000, com­ 
pared with a staff of 13 and a 
$120,000 b u d g e t during the 
Brown administration. 
She was appointed in January 
1967, replacing the state’s first 
consumer counsel, Mrs. Helen 
Nelson, formerly of Mill Valley. 
Mrs. Valory, in a press con­ 
ference at the Novato home of 
her brother, Keith C. Craig, an 
investigator in the county coro­ 
ner’s office, spent mast of her 
time defending her failure to 
take a position on an Assembly 
bill to increase interest rates. 


She said she was on top of all 
legislation affecting consumers, 
but that AB 1850 was “sneaked 
through.” 


The bill by Assemblyman Wal­ 
ter W. Powers, D-Sacramento, 
would hike the maximum inter­ 
est rate on purchases under 
$1,000 from 10 to 12 per cent a 
year. Last Tuesday, however, 
Powers shelved his bill because 
of strong opposition by voters 
throughout the state. 


Mrs. Valory, claiming she had 
not been able to obtain any ad­ 
ditional information about the 
bill, which was introduced on 
April 7, said “ it would be ludi­ 
crous” to testify against it with­ 
out first discussing it with the 
governor’s office. 


T h e 50-year-old Republican 
noted she commutes to her Sac­ 
ramento job from her home in 
Contra Costa Country, but often 
works at home. She is paid 
$18,000 a year. 


Mrs. Valory said she is work­ 
ing on a film to teach ninth 
grade pupils about “buying on 
time,” and is considering creat­ 
ing of a bureau to regulate re­ 
pair of all electric appliances. 


Asked her advice to house­ 
wives on high beef prices, she 
said, “ Don’t buy it for a while.” 
Consumers should not buy poor 
quality or high-priced food, she 
said.

Would-Be German Heart 


Donor Much Alive Today 


BERLLN (GF) — Werner Ull­ 
rich, a 36-year-old postal official 
here, nearly became Germ any’s 
first heart transplant donor last 
Dec. 20. Bui now, nearly six 
months later. Ullrich is very 
much alive, his condition im­ 
proving. 
Much of the credit belongs to 
Prof. E. S. Buecherl. the heart 
surgeon who was preparing to 
transfer Ullrich’s heart to a re­ 
cipient at W’est Berlin's Neu- 
koelin Hospital. Buecherl is the 
director of West Berlin Univer­ 
sity's 
Surgical 
a n d 
Outpa­ 
tients’ Clinic. 
Ullrich was delivered to Neu- 
koelln after being struck by a 
car in the city. He was tossed 65 
feet through the air in the acci­ 
dent and had already been pro­ 
nounced clinically dead before 
arrival at the hsopital. 
Had Buecherl have operated 
he would have become the first 
Germ an doctor to have per­ 
formed a heart transplant. But 
he and his team of assistants 
decided to hold off just a while 
longer after noting Ullrich still 
showed very slight, 
irregular 
and nearly 
indefectible brain 
a c t i v i t y . For Ullrich, whose 
death was all but 100 per cent 
certain even with such minimal 
brain registrations, the decision 
was to prove crucial. 
Heart m assage and a heart- 


, lung machine were applied to 
the post office official while the 
prospective recipient was given 
an injection of antibody serum 
preparatory to the heart ex­ 
change. Soon Ullrich began to 
show stronger signs of life and 
two weeks later Buecherl and 
i his team were able to report a 
decided 
improvement 
in 
the 
m an’s condition. At that point 
Ullrich lost all qualification for 
i becoming a heart donor. 


And B u e c h e r l had lost a ’ 
chance of becoming the first 
German surgeon to follow in Dr. 
Christiaan B arnard's footsteps. 
A few weeks later a team of 
surgeons at Munich University 
became the country's first to 
perform the feat. 


Still. Buecherl now has two fa­ 
mous patients to his credit: a 
potential heart donor who’s on 
the road to recovery and a po­ 
tential heart recipient — who in­ 
cidentally has also shown im­ 
provement m ore recently.

'idiot Savants' Remain 


Mystery To Psychologists

Think

Take on Willy. 
He plays two or three games

■years. He has an IQ of 60. 
Pretty good at dates and cal- 
■ culations? So is Paul, who has

Play a musical instrument? 
Clement, with an IQ of 30, 
I has to listen but once to any 
I song and he can play it on 
■ his guitar. He can fix small 
I radios, too. 
These three middle-aged men 
I are patients in Ward 18 of Pa- 
I eific State Hospital here, one 
■ of the largest mental institu- 
I tions in the state. 


They belong to an elite class 
of psychological contradictions 
known as “ idiot savants”—men­ 
tally retarded genuises. 


There have been scattered re­ 
ports of idiot savants since the 
18th Century. Not technically 
“ idiots,” these mental defec­ 
tives are usually imbeciles, the 
medium grade of intelligence 
deficiency. Idiots are lowest on 
the ladder. 


Pacific 
State, 
psychologists 
say, is the first institution to 
have three idiot savants at one 
time. 


Incapable of living in the out­ 
side world, they have some 
phenomenal talent or aptitude 
comparable to some of the 
brightest members of society. 
This talent may be in cal­ 
endar calculating, mathematics, 
drawing, music, mechanics, or 
memorization. 
How do they do it? 


Doctors 
and 
psychologists 
chalk it up to a computer-like 
capacity for memorization and 
repetition, but they don’t know 
how this ability develops. 
They say, though, that an 
idiot savant’s talent — whatever 
it is and however it originates 
— owes much of its develop­ 
ment to constant exercise. 
“ Some retarded people have 
the ability to channel all their 
mental capacity into one func­ 
tion,” said Pacific State psy­ 
chologist Hiromu Nakamura. 
“ Free from distractions, they 
become better at that one func­ 
tion than those who have much 
higher intelligence.” 
Nakamura added that a spe­ 
cial talent must be discovered, 
encouraged, and exercised — or 
it will fall by the wayside. 
Checker-whiz Willy, 53, has 
a simpler explanation for his 
abil ties — “ It’s in my head.” 


This 
reason 
is 
echoed 
by 
Clement and Paul 
Five feet tall, hard of hear­ 
ing, blind in one eye. Willy 
snaps his suspenders and gig­ 
gles when you challenge him 
at checkers. 
“ Ahhhhhhh . .wanna got beat, 
huh?” he asks in a cocky tone. 
“ I beat you. I beat you real 
good in less than 25 moves.” 
He 
quickly 
arranges 
the 
checkers, takes the reds, and 
moves first. He doesn’t stop talk 
ing: 


"A woman taught me to play. 
I was 2 years old, 4 feet. 
“ Ahhhhh . . . wanna get beat, 
a lot of money playing check­ 
ers ... $5 million’ But what’s 
the use. The women all take 
it! 
“ All women want is money. 
Money. Money. Money. Money... 
ahhhhhhh!” 
He jumps one of the report­ 
er’s blacks. 
“ Ahhhhh, you have one of 
mine. I have four of yours.” 
he chuckles. “ Nobody beats me. 
They come here, but nobody 
beats me.” 
He makes moves clumsily, 
like a robot, but without hesi­ 
tation. He doesn’t concentrate. 
In fact, he doesn't seem to be 
paying attention. His chattering 


goes on: 
“ You look worried. Are you 
(worried? Ahhhhh, look at the 
swings outside. 
“ See what suing over there? 
i That’s mine. I help in the laun­ 
dry. 
I don’t smoke. 
I don't 
drink, and I don't chase wom­ 
en...” 
It takes him 21 moves to end 
the game. He has seven check*

Since we all need to be 
reminded now and then of first 
principles, perhaps this column 
will remind you of a good way 
to get proper mileage out of 
your trumps.

RUFFS HEART 
South ruffed the first heart, 
led a trump to the ace and re­ 
turned a trump to win a finesse 
with the jack.

Back came a heart, and South 
had to ruff with his last trump. 
Now when the diamonds and 
clubs both failed to break, South 
could win only five trumps, one 
diamond and three clubs.

ABANDON TRUMPS 
South should have remem- 
' bered that dummy’s five of 
trumps could win a heart trick 
' — but only if declarer left one 
! trump in 
the dummy. After 
drawing 
just two rounds of 
trumps (with the ace and the 
jack), South should have aban­ 
doned trumps. He should have 
switched at once to diamonds, 
losing dummy’s queen to the 
| ace. 
East would return a heart, of 
course, and South should dis* 
; card a diamond instead of ruff­ 
ing. This would allow the defend­ 
ers to take their second trick 
with the ace of hearts.

CAN REGAIN 
Regardless 
of the 
defense, 
South could regain the lead, 
draw the queen of trumps and 
still have the eight of trumps 
to keep control. He could then 
cash the king of diamonds, give 
up a diamond and ruff the heart 
j return with the eight of trumps 
! to run the rest of the diamonds 
in safety. 
DAILY QUESTION 
Dealer, at your left, opens 
with one diamond. Your partner 
bids one heart, and the next 
player bids two clubs. 
You hold:

What do you say? 


ANSWER: Bid four hearts if 
the vulnerability is equal or if 
only the opponents are vulnera­ 
ble. 
If only your side is vulnera­ 
ble, jump to three hearts. When 
you have exceptional length in 
your partner’s suit, bid as much | 
as you safely can (and perhaps a 
bit more) and bid it without 
waiting. You may shut the oppo­ 
nents out of their best suit or 
induce them to sacrifice against 
a game that you were not going 
to make.

and a good number of leasehold 
blocks on the Alaskan North 
Slope. Share earnings of $2.06 in 
1968 could readily double this 
year, making the shares reason­ 
ably priced on the basis of the 
earnings multiple.

Oil, with holdings in three of the 
world’s petroleum “ hot spots.” 
looks promising. Through a 75 
per cent interest in Circle Oil, 
Ashland will participate in a 4 
to 5 well-drilling program in Li­ 
bya this year. 


In Indonesia. Ashland has ’ 3 


interest in a 37-million acre off­ 
shore tract adjacent to the Na- 
tomas discovery.

this property by Reading & 
Bates is scheduled to begin later 
this year. 
On the Alaskan North Slpe, 


Ashland has a 22.5 percnet in­ 
terest in an exploration pro­ 
gram with Hamilton Brothers. 
A well-regarded r e f i n e r and 
marketer, zAshland stands to 
reap substantial s u p p l i e s of 
crude petroleum if any or all of 
its drilling ventures hit pay dirt.

But the U.S. SST 
still is held fast on a drawing 
board 
waiting for 
President 
Richard M. Nixon to decide 
whether he should ask Congress 
to finance the construction of 
two prototypes. 
In Moscow, billboards around 
the city boast that the TU144 
will be ready for the ticket- 
buying public by 1971. Bessedin 
also 
said 
Russia 
does 
not 
expect to keep the TU144 to 
itself. He said the Soviets hope 
to sell the plane on the world 
market in competition with the 
Concorde. 
Despite the outward ballyhoo, 
the United States was never 
really in the running to be 
“ first” 
with 
a 
supersonic 
airliner. But if it does decide to 
build its planned version of an 
SST, the plane will be bigger 
and faster than both the Soviet 
and the British-French jetli­ 
ners. 
The Soviet TU144 and the 
Concorde are not unalike. The 
delta-winged Soviet jetliner will 
carry 120 passengers at speeds 
of up to 1,500 miles an hour. 
It was the first to get off the 
ground—making its test flight 
in December 1968. Earlier this 
year, a TU144 was reported to 
have crashed during a test. The 
Kremlin officially denied this, 
however. 
The 
needle-nosed 
plane is 
powered with four jet engines 
slung under the fuselage and it 
is 
expected 
to 
operate 
at 
altitudes of up to 65,000 feet. 
The Concorde is longer—190 
feet compared to 180 for the 
TU144—but its top speed is 100 
miles an hour less than the 
Tul44. Each plane will carry 
about the same number of 
passengers, 120. 
The planned American SST is 
on a much bigger scale. Its top 
speed is 1,800 miles an hour. It 
will carry 300 passengers, but it 
is not expected to be delivered 
to the airlines until 1976, or 
•ven later.

Nixon is expected to make up 
his mind shortly on the SST. If 
he decides to go ahead with it, 
Congress may be asked to 
appropriate $250 million to start 
the prototype 
construction—a 
move that is certain to touch 
off a battle with the economy- 
minded Congress. 
Nixon, however, has other 
alternatives. He can postpone 
the prototype construction, he 
can scrap the project, or he 
may endorse a new financing 
program for the plane. 
One idea gaining support is to 
finance the SST through the 
sale of government-guaranteed 
bonds on the open market.

funds, critics say that if the 
plane turned out to be a failure, 
the

Black American Jews Attempt 


To Begin New Life In Liberia

MONROVIA. Liberia (AP) — ! 
Black 
American 
Jews 
have 
made their impact on the Libe­ 
rian scene since settling in this 
West African republic seeking a 
homeland. 
But they say the j 
going is so rough they try to 
charge foreign newsmen $500 an 
interview. 
“ We are trying to make it. 
man. but it’s rough with all this' 
austerity 
here.*’ 
said 
James 
Greer. 45. of Chicago, who calls ( 
himself Ben Yaakov. He is a 
leader of the band of American 
blacks who adopted Judaism. 


dubbed themselves Hebrew Is­ 
raelites and moved to Liberia at 
the end of 1967. 
Wearing a green paisley skull­ 
cap, Green explained the inter­ 
view price list in one of his 
group's 
enterprises, 
Mesada 
Tova, a snack bar. Its name 
means “ good restaurant.” 
A 
sign 
outside 
advertises i 
“ soul chicken.” 
Fried chicken is sold also in 
another Israelite shop in Gbarg- 
na, a bush crossroads about 100 
miles north of Monrovia. 
You can buy lemon-flavored 
“ slush” in the American-stvle 


custard ice cream parlor the 
black Jews have opened here in 
the same building containing 
the Bureau of Immigration and 
Naturalization. 
The nearness to the bureau is 
coincidental but symbolic. 
The Hebrew Israelites have 
made a major impact on immi­ 
gration policy in this country 
founded 153 years ago by freed 
slaves from America. 
Liberia has a law allowing en­ 
try to all Negroes. But the Isra­ 
elites probably would not make 
it en masse as they did in 1967 if 
they tried it todav. 


“ Some day it will be all right 
for more to come," said lawyer 
J. Newton Garnet, secretary of 
the board of immigration Presi­ 
dent William V. S. Tubman 
named 
to 
handle 
the 
black 
Jews. “ But we have to have a 
budget to take care of these peo- 
pie. The president hasn't given 
us a budget yet." 


Edward Sumo Jones, the im­ 
migration 
commissioner, 
said 
the 
first 
batch 
of 
159. 
in­ 
cluding 78 adults, were in Libe­ 
ria three weeks before the gov­ 
ernment discovered them. 
By then they had hacked out a 
camp in a forest near a cross- i 
r oa ds 
called 
Gbatala. 
The 
camp still exists run by the few 
who knew anything about farm­ 
ing. Most of the others were j 
semiskilled laborers and arti-! 
sans. Garnet said about two-! 


thirds of the immigrants have 
drifted back to Monrovia: in ad­ 
dition to operating food stores, 
they have formed a band called 
the Soul Messengers to make 
money. About 20 have returned 
to the United States, said Gar­ 
net. but some of them plan to 
come back to Liberia once they 
have learned a skill. 


The Liberians put the immi- ‘ 
grants up rent-free for three 
months in a large house used j 
for paramount chiefs visiting 
the capital. They provided each 
adult with a $60 monthly allow­ 
ance. Garnet estimated all this 
cost the government $12,000. 
Under Liberian law the Israel-1 
ites eventually can become citi-1 
zens. Few have the skills listed | 
as most desirable in the Libe- i 
rian immigration act. These run 
from physician and druggist to 


“ persons skilled in prison man­ 
agement." 
But making do arc such per­ 
sons as a 22-year-old Chicagoan 
who now calls himself Ovedy Is­ 
rael and runs the Mesada Tova. 
His wife and 8-month-old baby 
stay in Gbatala while he dishes 
out soft ice cream in Monrovia. 
His 
grandmother, who came 
with the group at the age of 72. 
died in the camp. 
“ I don’t 
have that much value in mate­ 
rial things.” said Israel, who 
will talk even if a newsman cus­ 
tomer only buys a milk shake 
from him. He worked in a Hyde 
Park, Chicago, factory before 
moving from the United .States. 


“ There’s been too much em­ 
phasis on this black thing." he 
said. “ I’m here because I have 
an easier time serving God the 
wav I want to serve him."

Deluge Of Obscenity 


Linked To Revolution 


At a used book store in downtown 
San Rafael, you (or your child) may 
buy copies of various “underground 
newspapers" replete with tales of revo­ 
lution couched 
in gutter language 
and illustrated with obscene cartoons 
and pornographic photos. 


Posters stuck to the windows of 
stores ranging from record shops to 
corner groceries employ suggestively 
outre art to promote rock-and-roll 
dances and “happenings." 
And in mail boxes, unsolicited, ar­ 
rive illustrated advertisements f o r 
such books of “Dynamic Intercourse." 
described as "an illustrated book of 
150 rare coital positions." 


T H IS D E L U G E of obscenity has 
resulted in several bills in Congress 
making it a federal crime to use the 
mails to deliver erotic material to those 
under 18 years of age or to promote 
exploitation of a prurient interest in 
sex 
through 
advertising. 
President 
Richard M. Nixon has called for a 
"citizens’ 
crusade 
against 
the 
ob­ 
scene," and has urged that the pro­ 
posed laws include penalties of up to 
five years in prison or $50,000 fine 
lor the first offense and double penal­ 
ties for repeaters. 
~ Postmasters throughout the country 
have received complaints by the thou- 
ands of the mailing of unsolicited ad­ 
vertising filth. 


THERE ARE LAWS on the books 
against use of the mails to distribute 
obscene material. There are laws in 
California against its display and sale, 
which were tightened by the legisla­ 
ture this week. Yet they seem to ac­ 
complish little. 
Some years back, it was rather com­ 
monplace for the Post Office Depart­ 
ment. on its own, to ban a publication 
from the mails for obscenity. A series 
of court challenges, however, gradual­ 
ly ate away the department's author­ 
ity to act as censor. 
At present, the Post Office Depart-

ment merely accepts the names of 
those who want no such material sent 
them, and informs the senders. The 
only punishment for ignoring the 
warning is a contempt action. 
The Post Office Department is loath 
to go farther because of uncertainty 
as to what the courts will hold is ob­ 
scene. The U.S. Supreme Court's so- 
called Roth ruling of 1957 is supposed 
to be the guide. It held that the test 
for obscenity is "whether to the aver­ 
age person, applying contemporary 
community standards, the dominant 
theme of the material taken as a whole 
appeals to prurient interests.” 
The 
trouble is that court decisions have 
differed widely as to what are "con­ 
temporary community standards.” 
Enforcement of local and state anti- 
obscenity laws has run up against sim­ 
ilar difficulties, since the U.S. Supreme 
Court's findings are taken as guides 
by lower courts and are so contradic­ 
tory as to be of little help. 


THERE IS, MEANWHILE, an evi­ 
dent tie between purveyors of obscen­ 
ity and fomentors of revolution. 
The organizations dedicated to over­ 
throwing the present system, including 
the Black Panthers, Students for a 
Democratic Society. Red Guards, etc., 
customarily mix obscenity with their 
political propaganda. The same "news­ 
papers" that promote their causes de­ 
vote major space to pornography and 
obscenity. The attack on the existing 
order thus becomes a gutter attack, 
and at the same time lax morals and 
perversion are made to appear as con­ 
tributing somehow to “power of the 
people." 


THERE APPEAR TO BE two ap­ 
proaches to the problem: Wait for 
tougher federal laws, such as those ad­ 
vocated by the President, or try prose­ 
cuting under the present laws, includ­ 
ing the new state measures, in the 
hope of getting some court guidelines 
that will be usable. 
We suggest the second.

1968. Deddeh said estim ates of 
the costs to the tax-paying pub­ 
lic are now set at more than 
$91 million over a 40-year peri­ 
od. whereas last year’s m ea­ 
sure called for $215 million 
over the sam e period. 


He said the m easure is a 
m atter of equity to the teach­ 
ers who have brought their 
training to California from out 
of state. 
The m easure would fix the 
retirem ent benefits of the new 
arrivals, as well as those al­ 
ready in the state who have

experience 
in 
other states, on a par with Cal­ 
ifornia teachers who are under 
the State Teachers Retirement 
System.

Mayors,

m ajor city in the nation. 
Its plea is valid. It can’t af­ 
ford to go unheeded. The cities 
are beginning to drown in a 
sea of unsolved social, racial 
and economic problems. 
They have long been acute, 
but they are now at the point 
of being unm anagable. 
Continued inability to cope 
with them is causing the ur­ 
ban crisis to mount 
and 
is 
plunging 
local 
governments 
into 
financial 
and 
political 
bankruptcy. 


THE STATES and cities are 
not refusing to tax themselves. 
They have simply exhausted 
revenue sources because state 
governm ent 
and 
Washington 
gobble up so much. 
How much? 
About 80 per cent of all tax­ 
es collected in the cities goes 
to the states or to the federal 
government, yet the cities re ­ 
ceive back only about 19 per 
cent of their funds from the 
states and only a tiny 3.5 per 
cent from the federal govern­ 
ment. 
This m eans that cities are 
forced 
to 
continue 
to 
rely 
largely on the inadequate and 
unjust property tax. The result 
is that industry and affluent 
home owners move to the sub­ 
urbs, and cities are left with 
the very poor huddled in their 
ghettos. 
The suburbs have tiie re­ 
sources to devote about $1,100 
per pupil per year to provide 
good education while the inner 
city schools can afford only 
$500 per pupil per year 


SAN FRANCISCO, for exam ­ 
ple, needs 13.000 new housing 
units per year for the next six 
years. 
Last year 112 single 
family homes were built and 


111 demolished; a net of 777 
apartm ents units were added. 
That’s it - 778 built to 13,000 
needed, and that's typical of 
most cities. Many are losing 
ground, not gaining. 
As sources of revenue have 
declined, the cost of welfare 
has gone up and up in every 
large city. The case-load in 
San Francisco increased 135 
per cent in 10 years and the 
cost increased 263 per cent. 
Mayor Joseph Alioto of San 
Francisco put it starkly; 
“ The cities, ’ he said, “are 
not looking for a handout but 
for determ ined and dynamic 
national participation in prob­ 
lems that clearly transcend 
the boundaries of any one city 
and affect the destiny of the 
entire country. 
“ History finds its momen­ 
tum in the cities, and it is here 
that n a t i o n a l commitment 
must concentrate. And this is 
what is asked of the present 
administration in Washington. 
“ Certainly the rush of events 
in our cities is as dangerous as 
any external threat to our na­ 
tion and must be given priori­ 
ty equal to any we have inter­ 
nationally.” 


P R E S I D E N T 
NIXON 
agrees. At the Air Force Acad­ 
emy commencement he said: 
“Let us not pose a false 
choice between meeting our 
responsibilities a b r o a d and 
meeting the needs of our peo­ 
ple at home. We shall meet 
both or we shall m eet neither.

169 years they have called it 
Capitol Hill. Now some law­ 
m akers fear the name will 
have to be changed.

Say a congressm an wants to 
know what has happened to 
HR 1054, a bill to authorize a 
study of polar bears and for 
other purposes. He can: 
1. — Look it up in the daily 
House congressional calendar.

Record. 


4 —Ask somebody. 


NATURALLY, being a $42.- 
500-a-year executive and busy 
with inquiries from the polar 
bear lobby and other big voter 
blocs, he asks somebody. 
That 
is 
why 
each 
House 
m em ber is provided with 11 or 
12 assistants (s e n a t o r s get 
about twice that many). And 
when one of them gets the con­ 
gressm an’s inquiry he has four 
options —as above —and re­ 
solves them the sam e way. 
What he does is call the af­ 
fected 
committee. 
Which 
is 
why each legislative com m it­ 
tee has clerks and counsel, 
paid up to $32,239 yearly, and 
secretaries 
w h o 
sometimes 
draw as much as $18,000. 
One of these experts takes 
the query and looks up the an­ 
swer in a printed com m ittee 
calendar 
compiled 
for 
that 
purpose. 
That, of course, is one of the 
reasons we have the Govern­ 
m ent Printing Office, which 
works around the clock and is 
the world’s busiest printer, at 
a cost to taxpayers of $39 mil­ 
lion this year. 
So now comes House Clerk 
W. Pat Jennings, who for his 
$40,000 a year figures there 
must be some better way for 
congressmen to keep track of 
their business —including the 
25.000 or so bills introduced 
during an average Congress. 
Jennings has nothing against 
reference works, clerks, com­ 
m ittee staffers, or government 


printers. But he thinks com­ 
puters can perform a lot of the 
work q u i c k e r , easier, and 
probably cheaper. 


SO WHAT he recently install­ 
ed in the Ray bum House Office 
Building was a sam ple data 
retrieval device. It looks like a 
TV set. A user asks his ques­ 
tion by pointing his finger at 
appropriate 
categories, 
sub­ 
categories, and finally specific 
listings of information stored 
in a central computer. 
The answer appears at once 
on the screen. 
HR1054, the 
computer advises, is lying dog­ 
go in the House Committee on 
M e r c h a n t Marine. The TV 
screen also offers up a capsule 
analysis of what the bill would 
do. in event it got passed. 
Jennings told Speaker John 
W. McCormack that what he 
proposes to do —if the House 
will allow it —is install one of 
these wondrous computer out­ 
lets in every congressm an's of­ 
fice. 


The speaker, although im­ 
pressed. 
received 
this news 
with mixed 
emotions. 
“ Will 
that mean they all will be ask­ 
ing for additional space?” he 
wondered, out of 40 years’ ob­ 
servation of legislative mores.

Faculty Arrogance Draws 


Blame In Student Unrest 


By BRYCE W. ANDERSON 


Faculty arrogance is largely 
to blame for the spread of stu­ 
dent dissatisfaction on college 
cam puses, a Stanford Univer­ 
sity professor told a graduat­ 
ing class last week. 
Prof. Lewis B. M a y h e w, 
outgoing p r e s i d e n t of the 
A m e r i c a n Association for 
Higher Education, addressed 
himself only to the college 
scene in his commencement 
speech at Western Washington 
State C o l l e g e , Bellingham, 
Wash. But some of the evi­ 
dences of faculty arrogance he 
cited are beginning to show up 
in California high schools — at 
the sam e time that student un­ 
rest is percolating down to 
that level. 


S A I D PROFESSOR May- 
hew: 


“ Admired and well-paid pro­ 
fessors in prestigious institu- 
t i o n s are those who have 
gained the right to set their 
own 
goals, 
determ ine 
their 
own activities, and a s s e s s 
their own performance. 
“ Increasingly these do not 
i n c l u d e students . . . or at 
least are restricted to the few 
who are willing disciples. . . . 
“ Faculty members . . . also 
have limited the power of ad­ 
m inistration to make needed 
educational reforms. Much of 
ths trouble at San Francisco 
State College in 1968 and 1969” 
cam e about “ because depart- 
m e n t s controlled all posi­ 
tions.” 


Further, he declared, arro­ 
gant faculty mem bers imagine 
them selves capable of govern­ 
ing institutions of learning de­ 
spite lack of background for 
such an enterprise. “ The fac­ 
ulty senator, who would he 
the first to criticize a general­ 
ist or a popularizer, will meet 
for a dozen hours, skim re­ 
ports, and vote to abolish a $60 
million research installation or 
discredit a 
president’s han­ 
dling of a student uprising.” 


PROFESSOR MAYHEW is 
not the first to point out re­ 
sponsibility 
of 
faculties 
for 
much that has gone wrong at 
the colleges. However, he has 
catalogued faculty arrogance 
in a way to m ake the implica­ 
tions in high schools observa­ 
ble. 
High school teachers are out 
to em ulate the “ adm ired and 
well-paid professors” by set­ 
ting their own goals, determ in­ 


ing their own activities, and 
assessing their own perform ­ 
ance. 
This year much more than 
heretofore, teacher groups in 
California high schools have 
insisted 
on 
participating 
in 
“ all m atters relating to educa- 
t i o n a 1 objectives,” a right 
guaranteed 
then 
under 
the 
Winton Act. 


FLARE-UPS in various dis­ 
tricts over what was being 
taught 
under 
the 
guise 
of 
American 
history, 
sociology, 
or English have brought re­ 
torts that the determination 
was up to the teacher, and 
that any suggestion that 
it 
should follow prescribed guide­ 
lines constituted a threat to 
academic freedom. 
In many districts, teachers 
have injected themselves into 
the budgeting p r o c e s s , de­ 
manding that the school board 
change its priorities for use of 
funds — usually to the effect 
of devoting more to increasing 
teachers’ salaries. 
Although high school facul­ 
ties do not control hiring their 
tenure rights under California 
law (much more ironclad than 
those of college professors) 
give them virtual immunity 
from 
interference with how 
they 
conduct 
their 
courses. 
Principals a n d superintend­ 
ents, recognizing this, rarely 
attem pt any reform or change 
without first winning m ajority 
faculty 
approval. 
And 
such 
changes as are m ade usually 
are at instigation of faculty 
groups 
rather 
than 
of 
the 
school board or adm inistra­ 
tion. 


PROFESSOR MAYHEW did 
not try to solve the chicken- 
or-egg enigma of whether fac­ 
ulties have become arrogant 
because of the powers given 
them or have seized 
those 
powers because of their arrog­ 
ance. But either way, he held, 
the faculty has become “ the 
real enemy of students.” 
The question arises: If it is 
true (and m any agree with 
Mayhew that it is) that deci­ 
sions by f a c u l t y on what 
should 
be taught and 
how', 
where funds should be allocat­ 
ed, and how teachers’ time 
should be spent have helped 
bring about widespread unrest 
in colleges; then, if the same 
sort of decisions are put in fac­ 
ulty hands in high schools, can 
the sam e result be expected?

he says one 
m an’s poison can become anoth­ 
er m an’s meat. 
Don’t let pollution destroy in­ 
discrim inately and indefinitely, 
he says. Put pollution to work. 


They’re already doing this 
at Arizona with one type of 
pollution, so far experimental­ 
ly. 


As director of the UA Institute 
of 
Atmospheric 
Physics 
and 
director of the W ater Resources 
Research Center. Kassander is 
responsible for Arizona’s share 
of a project at Puerto Penasco 
in Mexico for the production of 
power, w ater and food. Power is 
generated 
by 
diesel 
engines. 
The engines throw off carbon 
dioxide. Instead of helping pol­ 
lute the air, here the engine ex­ 
haust is fed into a greenhouse to 
help increase the production of 
food plants. 
“ In the ‘have not’ parts of the 
world, population is outstripping 
its food supply,” says Kassan­ 
der. “ In the ‘have’ parts the 
population can’t escape its own 
waste products. 


“ Although the laws of con­ 
servation of mass and energy 
tell us we can’t believe the re­ 
sults, we can foretell the day 
when the weight of people 
equals the weight of the earth. 
From extrapolation of popula­ 
tion curves, we can also fore­ 
tell the day when the last man 
eats the last plant or when 
suffocation overtakes the pop­ 
ulation. 


“The laws of physics tell us 
that the results are false, but 
they don’t tell us w'hether fam 
ine, poison or nuclear holocaust 
will change the trend. It is our 
business, and it may not be 
quite too late, to determine that 
any changes will be in the direc­ 
tion that will be most satisfacto­ 
ry.” 
Animals, especially humans,

are incredibly inefficient m a­ 
chines," Kassander says. “ They 
consume a tremendous amount 
of valuable fuel, produce an out­ 
rageously small amount of use- 
ful work and the balance of the 
fuel is released as waste which 
is poisonous to the animal and 
most of the beneficial aspects of 
his environment.” 


Waste pollutes. “So why not 
use 
the 
waste?” 
he 
says. 
“Household garbage, w h e n 
burned, produces heat at the 
rate of about 4500 BTUs per 
pound. This means common 
g a r b a g e is approximately 
one-third as good as fuel as 
the best quality soft coal. 


“ With a little imagination, it 
can be determined that almost 
every waste product has eco­ 
nomic value, directly or as a 
processed m aterial,” he says. 1 
Kassander suggests that the 
cost of operating waste disposal 
and sanitary engineering plants 
include the cost of putting these 
pollutants to work. “ Why can’t 


we pay to protect our environ­ 
m ent?” he asks. 
In Arizona, he says, sulphuric 
acid can — and Is being — 
produced from air-polluting sul­ 
phur dioxide as it leaves copper 
sm elter stacks. 
“ Electrostatic precipitation of 
solid p a r t i c l e s from smoke 
stacks has been a very lucrative 
source of m aterial such as a r­ 
senic,” he says. 


“ Even the lowly fly ash. the 
most common stack effluent, 
has value. In the Tennessee 
Valley Authority, fly ash re­ 
covered by mechanical means 
replaced 20 per cent of the ce­ 
ment and 10.5 per cent of sand 
necessary for the concrete at 
Wilson Dam lock.” 


India has a tremendous food 
problem, yet in a normal year it 
is short only 10 to 15 per cent in 
the grain production necessary 
to feed its people. Power to till 
the fields is produced by oxen.

“ It would appear that the 
time has come to move in these 
directions — in the exploitation

"In the last few years, we 
have seen m assive capital in­ 
vestm ent which recognizes th e ! 
value of improving the quality 
of the environment for future 
yields. This is precisely the phi­ 
losophy of urban renewal pro­ 
gram s. 


“ I believe it will be possible ! 
to extend this philosophy to 
our basic urban waste produc­ 
tion process in a way that will 
make the poisons we produce ; 
sources of value to our econo­ 
my.”

A five per cent across- 
the-board 1969*70 salary scale 
i n c r e a s e for Marin County 
Schools employees is being rec­ 
ommended to the Marin County 
Board of Education.

It was Enoch Powell who, just 
over a year ago, cast the color 
question into the political cock­ 
pit with a speech to his constitu­ 
ents which said all the sort of 
things people had been saying in 
private but which no one had 
had the gall to pronounce pub­ 
licly. He warned then that un­ 
trammeled immigration of “ col­ 
ored” people must inevitably 
lend to strife. 
The strength of popular reac­ 
tion shook pundits to the core 
and with them politicians and 
professional liberals. Virtually 
overnight Powell became — by 
reliable estimate — just about 
the most popular individual poli­ 
tician in the country. Signifi­ 
cantly his most glamorous sup­ 
port came not from the middle 
class blimps and shellback reac- 
tionaires but from the working 
class, 
by 
tradition 
predomi­ 
nantly leftwing. Dockers (long­ 
shoremen) and tough bumarees 
imeat-market porters) marched 
through London in support of 
him. 
His latest speech, made to 
constituents in the heart of Eng­ 
land’s black country (the refer­ 
ence is to the accumulation of 
industrial dirt), offered little 
that was dramatically different. 
The dramatic difference lay 
in the reaction to it. 
Last time there was shock 
and consternation. Vilification 
was heaped on Powell and even 
his own party leaders disa­ 
vowed him, before the full ex­ 
tent of his popular support was 
realized. 
In the year and more since 
then Powell has barely touched 
on the subject of immigration, 
although he has remained the j 
embodiment of all they hate for 
militant leftwingers. Black Pow­ 
er disciples and protesting stu­ 
dents. “ Powellism” has become! 
an epithet in their mouths. 
But as reaction to his latest 
speech shows, his first speech 
was something of a political 
watershed. It changed the mood 
and attitude of the country. Be­ 
fore it was made, apprehensi­ 
veness about immigration was 
like sex to the Victorians: You 
knew it existed and tried to 
pretend it didn’t. 
Now it can be expressed with 
almost as much freedom as sup­ 
port for marijuana smoking, 
p r e m a r i t a l copulation and 
Chairman Mao. 
The divergence of political 
opinion is over how it should be 
dealt with. 
The Socialist administration 
which so recently vilified Powell 
has tightened control of immi­ 
gration; while his own Tories 
who chucked him out of the 
shadow cabinet have officially 
espoused his idea of voluntary j 
subsidized repatriation of immi­ 
grants. 
And Powell’s speech the other 
day, while featured largely on 
the front pages of the national 
press, on television and radio, 
has inspired nothing like the 
shrill near-hysteria of the first 
occasion. 
In large measure that is due 
to the changed mood of the 
country. But it owes something.

Immigration Again 


Rousing Britishers

London Express 
LONDON — Enoch's been at 
it again. 
The Right Honorable John 
Enoch Powell, member of her 
Majesty’s Privy Council, mem­ 
ber of the Order of the British 
Empire, Master of Arts of the 
University of Cambridge and 
Conservative member of Parlia­ 
ment for Wolverhampton, has 
been warning the British of the 
racial strife that lies ahead for 
them if they don’t do something 
about immigration. 


too. to the form of the speech 
itself. 


Free of any taint of emotion­ 
alism or demagoguery. it con­ 
centrated on the increasing pro­ 
portion of colored immigrants in 
the areas where they have con­ 
gregated and on statistical fore­ 
casts of how those proportions 
will grow over the years. Pow­ 
ell’s reputation as an academic 
and his aridly donnish way of 
speaking lent them far more 
weight than any amount of rhet­ 
oric. 


But the significant strength of 
Powell’s speech lay in his ra­ 
tionalization of why it was justi­ 
fiable to he alarmed at the pros­ 
pect of a growing colored popu­ 
lation. 
It is on this score that the or­ 
dinary inarticulate bloke is so 
easily confounded by the elo­ 
quent "liberal” pundit. 
Confronted by the question of 
why he is perturbed about the 
increasing number of immi­ 
grants, the ordinary bloke can­ 
not translate the nuances of his 
unease into words. Either he 
holds his tongue and appears a 
sullen clodhopper or resorts in 
desperation to one of the fatuous 
stereotype a n s w e r s that he 
doesn't even believe himself 
about noisy p a r t i e s , smelly 
cooking or sexual promiscuity. 
What Powell did was to crys­ 
tallize and articulate what a lot 
of ordinary Britishers think: 


“ They tell us that we must be 
prepared to contemplate, in fact 
to welcome, the alteration and 
alienation of our cities and 
towns. They tell us there is no 
such thing as our own people 
and our own country. Indeed 
there is, and I say it in no mean 
or arrogant or exclusive spirit. 
“ What I know is that we have 
an identity of our own, as we 
have a territory of our own. and 
that the instinct to preserve that 
identity, as to defend that terri­ 
tory. is one of the deepest and 
strongest implanted in mankind. 
1 happen also to believe that the 
instinct is good and that its be­ 
neficent effects are not exhaust­ 
ed. 
“ In claiming this we claim no 
more than others. We claim no 
more than we ourselves have of­ 
ten helped others to vindicate. 
“ In our time that identity has 
been threatened more than 


once. In the past it was threat­ 
ened by violence and aggression 
from without. It is not threat­ 
ened from within by the foresee­ 
able consequences of a massive 
but unpremeditated and fortun­ 
ately, in substantial measure, 
reversible immigration.” 
Powell’s only concession to 
rhetoric was to quote the Greek 
Themistocles: “ Strike me if you 
must, but hear me.” 
This time there was much less 
of a rush to strike him. 
And the nation had heard him.

In Germany It's Losing Out 


BAD GODESBERG, Germany 
(GF) — T h o s e long, high- 
sounding titles that have long 
been used to connote success 
and prestige in Germany may 
be coming to an end in at least 
one sector — the country’s civil 
service. 
An organization representing 
the some 60,000-strong youth set 
— age 25 and under — of the 
country’s civil service recently 
decided in favor of r ef or ms 
which would do away with such 
titles. 
Today, civil servants not only 
have grades — a system which 
youth would like to retain. But 
position arso brings titles like 
herr inspektor and herr regi- 
erungsrat or even herr oberregi­ 


erungsrat (government advisor 
and upper government advisor), 
which are normally used along 
with the person's family name. 
Calling a government advisor 
“ Herr Schmidt” instead of Herr 
Regierungsrat Schmidt is con­ 
sidered a highly discourteous 
breach of good social behavior.

Fawn Takers Warned 


Fines Can Be Heavy 


A lonely fawn should be left 
alone. 


This warning, now that fawn- 
ing season is here, was issued 
today by Alfred F. Giddings, 
state fish and game warden. 
Under the Fish and Game 
Code it is illegal to possess a 
fawn, but each year at this time 
there are people who violate the 
law. Giddings said. 
Some people want a fawn for 
a pet and attempt to locate and 
capture one. “ These people are 
cited and prosecuted if appre­ 
hended,” he said. 
Some people find a fawn that 
is alone and seemingly unat­ 
tended. “ but whose mother is 


usually only away for a short 
feeding or watering trip.** 
No mother deer will intention­ 
ally abandon her fawn, he not­ 
ed, and almost invariably find a 
fawn that seems lost. These peo­ 
ple have no intent to commit a 
crime, but taking the fawn is 
still a crime, Giddings said. 
Some people find a dead doe 
and a motherless fawn nearby 
and take the fawn home, he 
said. There is no prosecution in 
these cases, but the fawn is tak­ 
en from 
them, 
he reported. 
What they should do, he said, is 
notify the Fish and Game De­ 
partment of the doe’s death. 
The law is for the good of 


everyone including the fawn.' 
Giddings contended. “ It takes a 
certain formula to feed a fawn 
properly. Even then most die.’’ 
The Humane Society of Marin 
County and the Marin Junior 
Museum have enough deer to 
take care of already, and most 
owners don’t want them when 
they grow up because they arc 
too big to handle, he noted. 
“ And when the fawns live in 
this civilized environment away 
from the other deer and the 
wilds, they create all kinds of 
problems,” he added.

CUSTER, S. D. (AP) - Kor- 
czak Ziolkowski has a marvel­ 
ous dream to carve the world’s 
largest monument. 
Ziolkowski is the owner of a 
6,700-toot mountain on which 
be is carving a monument to 
the Indian w a r r i o r Crazy 
Horse. 
He also envisions a cultural 
center at the foot of his gigantic 
monument w’here North Ameri­ 
can Indians could recapture the 
dignity that once was theirs. 
For 18 years the giant man — 
sporting a heavy, graying beard 
and wearing a well-worn deer 
leather jacket — has plodded up 
and down the mountain, chisel­ 
ing away to realize his dream. 
Slowly it emerges, but at a pace 
that taxes the artist’s patience 
and exasperates the earthlings 
who wait and watch below. 
Nearby stands a n a t i o n a l 
monument — Mount Rushmore. 
But Ziolkowski’s wife, Ruth, 
tells tourists who visit the site 
each year that two million tons 
of rock have already been re­ 
moved for the carving. That is 
six times more than were taken 
from Mount Rushmore during 
the period it was carved. 
And Ziolkowski is proud of 
what he 
has 
accomplished 
without state or federal aid.

“This is not a state or federal 
project.” 
Crazy Horse is one m an’s 
dream and one m an’s project, 
but it is a family operation. Lit­ 
tle Ziolkowskis share the work. 
They are paid modest wages, 
but there are fringe benefits like 
the swimming pool their father 
built for them. There are, how­ 
ever, no vacations, and summer 
means mainly work. 
On display at the sculptor’s 
home, overlooking the gigantic 
mountain, are Ziolkowski’s oth­ 
er works of art. 
Among them are pieces in 
wood and marble — busts, stat­ 
ues and bas-reliefs of such dig­ 
nitaries as the Polish patriot 
Paderewski; the famous actress 
Blanche Yurka; 
Connecticut’s 
great Gov. Wilbur Cross; Gut- 
zon Borglum, the sculptor of 
Mount Rushmore, and the late 
President John F. Kennedy. 
From the studio gallery the 
visitor is able to look down into 
the sculptor’s work area, which 
is idle during the summer while 
he devotes all of his time to 
Crazy Horse. His materials and 
tools, as well as works in var­ 
ious stages of completion, give 
an intimate and rare view of the 
ancient art of sculpturing. 
Controversy 
and 
financial 
problems have plagued the 
sculptor. He thrives on the 
one and reacts realistically to 
the other. 
No benefactor is providing the 
gigantic sums n e c e s s a r y to 
c a r v e the three-dimensional 
Crazy Horse. No one but Ziol­ 
kowski provides the wherewith­ 
al to feed, clothe and educate 
the sculptor’s 10 children. 
Commissioned works provide 
some income. There are always 
several pieces in progress in 
Ziolkowski’s studio. 
Bringing Crazy Horse to its 
present state of completion has 
been 
a Herculean task. But 
things are looking up. A power 
line was brought up to the top of 
the mountain, making it possi­ 
ble for more powerful equip­ 
ment to be put to work. 
After 18 years, another sur­ 
prising thing seems to be hap­ 
pening. The people in Custer 
are beginning to realize that 
their giant is going to be there 
tomorrow.

CHANTS PASS, Ore. (U P !)— 
Deep 
in 
the 
rolling 
timber 
country of southern Oregon a 
“ family" of 60 young people live 
together in utter simplicity and 
guided only—as they explain it 
—by “ God and love." 
All are droputs from normar 
society and most came to their 
haven after deciding that the 
LSD from which they'd been 
getting their kicks provided only 
an illusory escape. 
They have returned, they say, 
to “ the natural ways of the 
earth." Their home is a huge 
lodge, 
self-built 
out 
of 
the 
forest, and most of their food 
comes from a two-acre vegeta­ 
ble garden. 
“ The 
ultimate 
consideration 
of everything we do here," said 
Nancy, 
a 
former 
Radcliffe 
student 
and 
mother 
of 
four 
lovely blonde girls, “ is, ‘can it 
get us higher with Cod’? ” 
Nancy's “ family" came into 
being last Thanksgiving. Pam, 
20, 
another 
member 
and 
a 
sprightly 
brunette 
from 
San 
Diego, 
said 
they 
all 
joined 
hands, formed a circle in a 
clearing, and were married—all 
to each other “ but most to 
another person." 


PIO N EER H IP P IE S 
A few months earlier, 
the 
first members of the commune 
had bought 250 acres of land 
from the state under a longterm 
payment plan. Now, with its 60- 
member family, the commune 
has the aspects of a pioneer 
settlement. 
The “ brothers” and “ sisters,” 
as they call each other, have 
abandoned 
civilization 
to 
be­ 
come deeply involved with one 
another. They are close to the 
earth but not dirty, sensual but 
not 
lazy, 
noncompetitive 
but 
not incompetent—and they seem 
very happy. 
Noticeably absent are televi­ 
sion, liquor, electricity, meat, 
drugs 
of 
any 
kind 
(even 
aspirin), clocks, shaving equip­ 
ment and physical modesty in 
the natural sense. 
They 
are 
longhaired 
and 
mostly denim clad but are not 
the stereotyped illkempt, smelly 
hippies. 
They 
cleanse 
them­ 
selves daily in 
a communal 
sauna constructed of an old tool 
shed and an oif drum stove. 
All tiie world’s deities, they 
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say, are one to them and. in 
drum 
beating 
sessions 
each 
evening 
before 
supper 
they 
gather to chant homage to God 
—‘God is love; I love God." The 
spiritual high mark of the day 
is the ritual “ om" a Buddhist 
syllable having to do with the 
unity of all people and things. 
The family joins hands around 
a central hear th and communes 
in a resonant hum. 
MANY CHILDREN 
The 
ultimate 
test 
of 
the 
commune 
system 
could 
well 
come 
when 
its 
children—and 
there are many children in this 
“ no pill" world—leave home to 
face life as it is on the outside. 
“ They will have no problem." 
Hon said, confidently. He is the 
father of four. He left his job as 
a computer science professor in 
southern 
California 
for 
com­ 
munal life in the Oregon woods. 
“ They," he said of the children, 
“ will have grown up with love. 
They are universal children at 
peace with themselves.” 
With the approval of the local 
educational authorities, teaching

include three holders of mas­ 
ter’s degrees and several B A s 
“ The children are wise beyond 
their years,” Pam bragged. 
All members 'of the family

India To Gain 
More Laborers 


NEW D ELH I (AP) — Repatri­ 
ation of people of Indian origin 
from Ceylon will help boost pro­ 
duction of tea and rubber in 
India, according to official fore­ 
casts. 
Under an agreement arrived 
at between the prime ministers 
of the two countries in 
1964, 
about 525,000 persons will move 
into India over the next few 
years. Ninety per cent of them 
are plantation laborers. 
The Indian government has 
drawn up plans to convert about 
20,000 acres as tea and rubber 
plantations for the rehabilitation 
of these d i s p l a c e d persons 
These will be in the hilly dis­
